Pollution of Brooks and Rivers. 

On the subject of the pollution of brooks, 
rivers and lakes, a writer in the Jnsurance 
Times of New York, points out the dan- 
gers to health in their pollution. When 
the United States was sparsely inhabited, 
and its towns and cities were comparative- 
ly small, the pollution of our rivers and 
lakes had so little effect as hardly to be sen- 
sible even to a careful observer. Times 
have changed, however, and we have great- 
ly changed with them, for the banks of our 
noble streams and expanses of water are 
becoming thronged with humanity, and our 
villages have grown into cities, and our cit- 
ies are rivaling the great capitals of the old 
world in magnitude and pepulousness. On 
every hand factories and industrial hives of 
all kinds have sprung up, many on a most 
extensive scale, and the whole land is 
swarming with teeming life and productive 
activity. ‘This vast concourse of popula- 
tiqgn and manufactories yields an immense 
quantity of refuse and sewage, and most of 
it flows or is cast into our streams, great 
and small, broad and narrow, deep and 
shallow, and their currents are consequent- 
ly defiled with feculence, scum and offal. 

If this is a penalty of progress, it is one 
we have good reason to lament. From 
some points of view it looks worse than 
barbarism. The science and art of modern 
times, producing such results, must be very 
imperfect unless they can be employed to 
correct this great evil. It is one that com- 
mon decency deprecates, that the olfactory 
nerves shrink from, and that every con- 
servator of the public health cries out aud 
warns us against as a breeding liquid bed 
of disease and pestilence. 

But, in spite of protests and warnings. 
the work of corruption, befouling and in- 
fection goes on growing worse and worse. 
More dregs, dross, filth and rottenness, and 
even deadly poison by the ton, are poured 
into our beautiful rivers, creeks and lake~ 
lets; and our flowing water, which should 
be the breeze-swept source of salubrity and 
refreshment to the senses, is rendered noi- 
some with stench, contamination, miasma 
and death. Our streams are turned into 
sewers, and our romantic lakes into cess- 
pools. Within their turbid depths the fish 


die, and on their mephitic banks the people : 


sicken, pine and perish. 

The science of chemistry teaches us how 
to rectify this baneful transformation; and 
why, it is usked again and again, are its 
lessons disregarded? Weare too much ab- 
sorbed with the business of money-making | 
and politics to pay attention to them. Even 
when and where the evil is rankest, the 
maladies it generates are slighted as en- 
demic; and so they may seem, but if its 
extension is allowed to go on and its inten- 
sity to deepen, the scourge will become ep- 
idemic, and sweep the whole land, from 
one end to the other, like the black death 
or plague of the middie ages.
